Claims 1-34 are allowed. See file history, especially, but not only, the Appeal 
Brief. For example, for a length of file history the phrase "activity pattern" was differently 
interpreted. Nevertheless, such as by section V Summary of Claimed Subject Matter, 
Applicant has greatly clarified and narrowed the meanings of the words. Therefore, the 
entirety of the file history must be read before correctly interpreting the scope of claims.
